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I.    INTRODUCTION 

Assuming  the  responsibility  of  raising  a  grandchild(ren)  is  usually  an 
unanticipated  situation  for  grandparents.  Identifying  financial,  social,  health  and 
legal  resources  can  be  confusing,  difficult  and  time  consuming.  Knowing  what 
services  and  programs  are  available  and  where  to  obtain  access  and  information  is 
essential  in  managing  their  new  family  situation  and  parenting  responsibilities. 
This  manual  was  developed  as  resource  guide  to  assist  grandparents  and  others 
raising  kin  to  locate  and  obtain  needed  resources. 

The  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  initiated  this  project  and  developed  it 
in  collaboration  with  the  Executive  Office  of  Health  and  Human  Services.  Both 
agencies  recognize  the  complex  situations  grandparents  and  others  face  in  raising 
kin.  This  guide  provides  basic  information  and  program  descriptions  of  relevant 
State  agencies  and  offers  suggestions  in  contacting  other  public  and  private 
resources.  It  is  not  inclusive  of  all  available  resources  and  should  not  be 
considered  exhaustive. 

The  growing  number  of  grandparents  raising  grandchildren  is  a  social 
phenomenon  not  isolated  to  any  particular  ethnic  group,  geographical  location,  or 
economic  circumstance.  In  many  situations  drug  and  alcohol  seriously  affect  the 
parents'  capacity  to  care  for  their  children.  Other  circumstances  include  teen 
pregnancy,  death,  mental  illness,  incarceration  and  abandonment  which  lead 
grandparents  to  raising  their  children's  children. 

Grandparents'  traditional  roles  change  dramatically  when  they  assume  the  total 
responsibility  of  caring  for  their  grandchildren.  Although  each  family  situation  is 
unique,  there  are  many  similar  needs  and  concerns.  The  well-being  of  all  family 
members  is  essential  ~  meeting  the  needs  of  both  children  and  grandparents  is  of 
equal  concern.  Consideration  and  better  support  for  these  families  are  developing 
as  the  public  and  policy  makers  become  aware  of  this  social  issue  and  of  the  unmet 
needs  and  concerns  of  these  grandparent  headed  families. 
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II.    GLOSSARY  OF  TERMS 


Adoption:  becoming  the  legal  parent  of  a  child  that  is  not  biologically  one's 
own. 

Adoption  subsidy:  consists  of  financial  assistance  and/or  Medicaid 
assistance  after  the  legal  consummation  of  the  adoption  of  a  child  with  special 
needs  by  certain  adopting  parents. 

Adoption  surrender:  a  voluntary  adoption  surrender  by  parents  transfers 
the  custody  of  a  child  to  DSS  for  the  purposes  of  adoption. 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children:  AFDC  includes  a  monthly  cash  grant, 
medical  coverage,  and  other  benefits  provided  to  eligible  families  through  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Care:  a  child  in  the  care  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services  receives  services 
from  the  Department  pursuant  to  a  Voluntary  Placement  Agreement. 

Children  in  Need  of  Services:  CHINS  is  a  court  action  initiated  by  a  parent  or 
legal  guardian  against  a  child  who  is  out  of  control  or  a  runaway  from  home.  In  the 
case  of  school  related  problems,  the  school  would  initiate  a  CHINS  court  action. 

Commission  for  the  Blind:  MCB  is  a  state  agency  which  provides  services  and 
medicaid  assistance  to  blind  and  legally  blind  individuals  who  are  Massachusetts 
residents  and  who  meet  eligibility  requirements. 

Commission  for  the  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing:  MCDHH  is  a  state  agency  which 
provides  services  to  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing  Massachusetts  residents  who  meet 
eligibility  requirements. 

Custody:  a  child  is  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services 
through  a  court  order  or  through  adoption  surrender.  Custody  includes  the  power  to; 
1)  determine  the  child's  place  of  abode,  medical  care,  and  education;  2)  control 
visits  to  the  child;  and,  3)  consent  to  enlistments,  marriages,  and  other  contracts. 

Emergency  Custody:  temporary  custody  granted  in  an  emergency  situation. 

Permanent  Custody:  legal  custody,  which  is  permanent  in  nature,  granted 
after  a  court  process. 

Physical  Custody:  custody,  not  through  a  legal  process,  but  because  the 
child  is  physically  in  the  care  of  the  custodian.  This  is  an  informal 
arrangement  between  the  parent  and  the  caregiver. 


Department  of  Education:  DOE  is  the  state  agency  responsible  for  implementing 
the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  and  provides  substantial  financial  and  technical 
support  to  public  schools  in  areas  including  curriculum,  school  safety,  guidance, 
buildings,  teacher  certification,  bilingual  education,  vocational  education,  and 
special  education. 

Department  of  Mental  Health:  DMH  is  a  state  agency  which  provides  services  to 
children  and  adults  with  serious  or  long  term  mental  illness,  who  meet  department 
eligibility  criteria. 

Department  of  Mental  Retardation:  DMR  is  a  state  agency  which  provides  programs 
and  services  to  individuals  with  mental  retardation,  who  meet  department  eligibility 
criteria. 

Department  of  Public  Health:  DPH  is  a  state  agency  which  provides  education  in 
individual  and  community  health,  some  direct  services,  and  regulation  of  the  state's 
health  care  system. 

Department  of  Public  Welfare:  DPW  is  a  state  agency  which  provides  a  variety  of 
cash  grant  programs,  and  other  services  to  individuals  who  meet  the  department's 
categorical  and  financial  eligibility  criteria. 

Department  of  Social  Services:  DSS  is  a  state  agency  which  receives  and  responds 
to  reports  of  child  abuse  and  neglect,  and  whose  mission  is  to  protect  children  and 
strengthen  families. 

Department  of  Youth  Services:  DYS  is  the  juvenile  correction  agency  for  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  Department  provides  services  to  individuals 
between  7  and  18  who  are  committed  to  their  care  by  the  court. 

Division  of  Medical  Assistance:  DMA  is  a  state  agency  which  provides  medical 
insurance  (medicaid)  to  income  eligible  individuals.  Until  July  1993  was  part  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Emergency  Assistance:  a  program  through  DPW  which  provides  some  arrearage 
assistance  (rent,  mortgage)  for  families  with  children  under  21  who  live  with  them, 
and  who  meet  household  income  and  asset  guidelines. 

Emergency  Aid  to  Elderly.  Disabled  and  Children:  a  program  through  DPW  which 
provides  monthly  cash  grant,  limited  medical  coverage,  and  some  other  services  to 
elderly,  disabled,  children,  and  families  who  meet  guidelines. 

Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development:  EOCD  is  a  cabinet  level  state 
agency  that  provides  financial  and  technical  assistance  to  communities,  administers 
a  variety  of  housing  assistance  programs  and  energy  assistance  and  conservation 
programs. 
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Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs:  EOEA  is  a  cabinet  level  state  agency  which  is 
responsible  for  the  development  and  management  of  comprehensive  community-based 
programs  for  citizens  60  and  over.  EOEA  provides  services  through  an  extensive 
network  of  public  and  private  agencies. 

Executive  Office  of  Health  and  Human  Service:  EOHHS  is  a  cabinet  level  state 
agency  which  oversees  all  of  the  Commonwealth's  human  service  agencies.  EOHHS 
provides  no  direct  services  but  oversees  such  agencies  as  the  Welfare  Department, 
Public  Health,  Department  of  Social  Services,  Mental  Health,  and  Mental  Retardation. 

Family  Reunification:  whenever  possible  and  appropriate,  the  ultimate  goal  of 
DSS  is  to  bring  families  back  together. 

Food  Stamps:  food  coupons  which  are  used  like  money  to  purchase  food.  Food 
stamps  are  provided  to  eligible  individuals  through  the  Dept.  of  Public  Welfare. 

Foster  Care:  a  program  through  the  Department  of  Social  Services  in  which 
children  are  placed  temporarily  with  individuals  who  have  been  approved  through  the 
Department.  Foster  parents  receive  financial  reimbursement  and  services  for  the 
children. 


Guardianship:  a  legal  process  in  which  one  individual  is  granted  authority  by 
the  court  to  act  in  behalf  of  another.  The  guardian  may  be  given  authority  to  make 
personal,  financial,  and  medical  decisions. 

Temporary  Guardian:  authority  is  limited  to  actions  that  are  reasonably 
necessary  to  prevent  harm  to  the  ward  ~  generally  appointed  for  a  90  day 
period. 

Permanent  Guardian:  authority  for  managing  both  the  person  and  the  estate 
of  the  ward. 

Limited  Guardianship:  the  court  limits  the  authority  of  the  guardian  to 
particular  areas  where  the  ward  is  unable  to  make  decisions. 

Housing: 

Federally  Assisted  Housing  (Public  Housing):  rental  housing  built  and 
operated  with  financial  help  from  the  federal  government  and  designed  for 
low-income  families  of  all  ages.  Some  buildings  have  been  specifically 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  low-income  persons  age  62  and  over. 

Rental  Assistance  (Housing  Assistance.  Section  8):  Federal  government 
program  that  provides  financial  assistance  to  older  people  and  others  with 
qualifying  low  incomes.  No  more  than  25  to  30  percent  of  the  individual's 
income  goes  toward  rent  in  suitable  housing. 

State-funded  Housing  (family  and  elderly/disabled):  rental  housing  built 
and  operated  by  local  Housing  Authorities  with  oversight  by  EOCD. 


Intake  Worker:  the  staff  member  with  whom  one  deals  in  making  initial  applica- 
tion to  an  agency. 

Medicaid/Medical  Assistance/Community  Health:  health  care  insurance  provided 
through  the  Division  of  Medical  Assistance  to  individuals  and  families  who  meet 
eligibility  criteria. 

Office  for  Children:  OFC  is  a  state  agency  which  establishes  and  enforces 
standards  for  child  care  and  coordinates  resources  for  child  care  and  other 
children's  services. 

Office  of  Refugees  and  Immigrants:  ORI  is  a  federally  funded  state  agency  which 
advocates  for  and  coordinates  state  services  for  refugees  and  immigrants. 

Ombudsman/Customer  or  Client  Services/Consumer  Affairs:  the  department  in  a 
state  agency  which  handles  complaints  and  concerns  of  clients  or  customers. 

Parent  Aide:  individual  trained  to  assist  in  teaching  parenting  skills  - 
sometimes  provided  by  DSS,  through  contracted  agencies. 

Respite  Care:  some  state  agencies  provide  assistance  with  care  for  short  periods 
of  time,  often  in  the  case  of  caretaker  illness. 

Restraining  Order:  court  order  directing  that  certain  things  be  done,  or  that 
certain  actions  or  things  not  be  done,  including  orders  requiring  an  individual  to 
keep  away  from  another  person. 

Emergency  Restraining  Order:      can  be  granted  at  any  time  through  the 
police  and  judge  on  call  —  used  in  emergency  situations. 

Temporary  Restraining  Order:  granted  by  the  court  after  a  complaint  has 
been  filed. 

Permanent  Restraining  Order:  granted  by  the  judge  after  a  court  hearing. 

Restricted  Substitute  Care  Provider:  an  individual  who  is  approved  by  DSS  as 
foster  parent  only  for  a  specific  individual  or  individuals.  For  example,  a 
grandparent  could  be  approved  to  care  for  their  grandchild  only,  rather  than  any 
child  in  need  of  services.  In  those  cases  where  DSS  has  care  or  custody  of  the 
child,  the  grandparent  would  be  eligible  to  receive  support  and  services  from  DSS. 

Skip-Generation  Families:  term  frequently  used  for  families  in  which  the 
grandparent  has  assumed  parental  responsibilities  for  the  grandchild. 

Social  Security:  a  federal  insurance  program  for  participating  wage  earners  for 
Retirement,  Survivors,  and  Disability  benefits.  It  is  administered  by  the  Social 
Security  Administration. 


Retirement:  social  security  retirement  income  is  paid  to  retired 
individuals  who  have  worked  the  required  number  of  quarters  under  social 
security. 

Disability:  social  security  disability  can  be  received  at  any  ape  —  it  is 
granted  to  individuals  determined  to  be  disabled  under  social  security 
guidelines.  People  can  collect  under  their  own  earnings  or  those  of  a  parent, 
and  in  some  cases,  a  spouse  or  grandparent. 

Survivors:  certain  relations,  such  as  widows,  children,  and  dependent 
parents  can  collect  under  a  deceased  family  member's  earnings. 

Supplemental  Security  Income:  SSI  is  a  federal/state  needs  based  program 
administered  by  the  Social  Security  Administration.  It  provides  monthly  income  to 
persons  who  are  disabled,  blind,  or  elderly,  and  who  have  both  low  income  and  low 
financial  resources.  People  eligible  for  SSI  also  automatically  receive  Medicaid. 

Unemployment:  a  program  which  pays  benefits  to  eligible  unemployed  workers. 
Unemployment  is  managed  through  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training. 
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HI.    OPTIONS  AND  CONSIDERATIONS 

Once  a  grandparent  has  made  the  decision  to  care  for  their  grandchild,  there 
are  a  number  of  different  ways  in  which  care  can  be  assumed.  Each  way  presents 
different  possibilities,  in  terms  of  the  programs  and  services  one  would  then  become 
eligible  to  receive. 

ADOPTION 

In  adoption  the  child  is  formally  adopted.  This  process  is  done  through  the 
courts  and  requires  an  attorney  to  represent  both  the  child  and  the  adoptive  parent. 
It  may  also  require  testimony  that  the  biological  parents  are  unfit.  Once  adoption 
is  completed,  the  adoptive  parents  assume  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of 
biological  parents.  The  family/child  may  continue  to  be  eligible  for  some  financial 
and/or  Medicaid  services  via  the  Adoption  Subsidy  Program.  This  is  a  separate 
approval  system  completed  prior  to  the  legalization  of  the  adoption. 

CUSTODY 

Custody  is  granted  through  a  court  process.  A  child  is  taken  into  custody  by 
DSS  when  removal  from  the  home  is  ordered  by  the  court. 

FOSTER  CARE 

If  a  grandparent  opts  to  become  a  foster  parent  to  his/her  grandchild,  it  will 
be  as  a  restricted  substitute  care  provider.  When  DSS  has  care  or  custody  of  the 
child,  this  means  going  through  the  screening  and  approval  process  with  DSS,  and 
entitles  the  family  to  additional  services:  financial  subsidy,  Medicaid,  and 
caseworker  services.  The  child/family  is  eligible  for  these  services  regardless  of 
caretaker  income. 


GUARDIANSHIP 

In  a  guardianship  situation,  the  grandparent  may  be  granted  legal  custody  of 
the  grandchild  through  a  court  process.  The  guardian  is  therefore  generally  able  to 
make  medical  and  financial  decisions  for  the  ward.  In  a  Department  of  Social 
Services  sponsored  guardianship  a  child  may  continue  to  receive  support  payments,  in 
an  amount  equal  to  that  of  foster  care  payments. 

PHYSICAL  CUSTODY 

A  grandparent  who  has  only  physical  custody  of  the  child  does  not  have  legal 
rights,  although  the  court  may  be  favorably  disposed  to  the  grandparent  should  a 
custody  hearing  take  place.  With  physical  custody,  the  caretaker  would  be  eligible 
for  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  grantee  relative  payment  assuming  the 
person  is  otherwise  eligible. 


Some  grandparents  may  become  involved  with  the  Department  of  Social  Services 
when  assuming  care  for  a  grandchild.  DSS  is  the  state  agency  which  is  mandated  by 
law  to  respond  to  reports  of  child  abuse  and  neglect,  and  provide  services  to 
families  and  children.  The  goal  of  DSS  in  working  with  children  is  family 
reunification. 

A  child  may  be  referred  to  the  Department  of  Social  Services  in  one  of  three 
ways: 

A  family  member  may  file  an  application  with  DSS,  requesting  specific 
services. 

A  CHINS  (children  in  need  of  services)  petition  may  be  filed  in  court. 

DSS  has  investigated  a  report  of  suspected  abuse  or  neglect,  and  the 
child/family  has  been  determined  to  be  in  need  of  assistance. 

When  a  child  is  determined  to  be  in  need  of  placement  with  someone  other  than 
the  parents,  the  Department  of  Social  Services  looks  to  relatives  first: 
grandparents,  as  well  as  other  relatives.  The  caretaker  arrangement  may  then  fall 
into  one  of  several  categories. 

If  the  child  has  been  referred  involuntarily  to  DSS,  the  child  can  still  be 
placed  with  the  grandparents.  This  would  mean  that  the  grandparents  are  considered 
to  be  foster  parents,  or  "restricted  substitute  care  providers",  (approved  only  for 
particular  relations).  Or,  if  the  grandparents  wish  to  be  considered  as  caregivers 
for  non-related  children  as  well,  they  may  apply  to  become  foster  parents,  and  go 
through  foster  parent  training. 

Whether  the  grandparent  is  acting  as  a  foster  parent  or  a  restricted 
substitute  care  provider,  the  child  will  be  eligible  for  Medicaid,  and  for  foster 
care  payment  benefits,  and  services.  This  is  true  regardless  of  the  caregiver's 
income. 

If  the  child  is  receiving  DSS  services  through  voluntary  referral  and  living 
with  the  grandparents,  they  may  receive  either  the  foster  care  payment  benefit  or 
the  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  (AFDC)  grantee  relative  payment.  In 
order  for  DSS  to  provide  payment,  the  child  must  be  in  the  care  or  DSS  via  a 
voluntary  placement  agreement,  or  in  the  custody  of  DSS  via  a  court  order. 

If  the  grandparents  have  assumed  care  for  the  child  and  DSS  is  not  involved, 
the  grandparent  caregivers  are  eligible  to  receive  the  AFDC  grantee  relative  payment 
and  Medicaid  for  the  child.  The  grandparents'  income  has  no  bearing  on  this 
eligibility.  The  AFDC  benefits  are  only  for  the  grandchild. 

In  instances  where  DSS  is  involved  with  the  child,  a  social  worker  will  visit 
the  home  on  a  monthly  basis,  there  will  be  meetings  at  regular  intervals,  and  the 
child  may  be  eligible  for  additional  services. 
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IV.     OVERVIEW  OF  AGENCIES  AND  SERVICES 

There  are  a  number  of  agencies  which  a  grandparent  might  contact  in  obtaining 
assistance.  However,  it  is  often  a  confusing  process  to  get  to  the  correct  agency, 
and  the  appropriate  person  within  the  agency. 

When  navigating  the  system,  there  are  generally  a  number  of  workers  with  whom 
an  individual  will  deal.  During  the  initial  application  phase,  most  communication 
is  with  an  intake  worker.  Once  eligibility  has  been  determined,  a  social  worker, 
caseworker,  or  casemanager  is  assigned.  If  found  ineligible  for  services,  an 
individual  may  obtain  information  about  the  agency  appeal  process  from  the  worker, 
or  it  may  be  outlined  on  the  denial  letter. 

It  may  also  be  helpful  to  know  that  many  state  agencies  have  a  client  services 
office  (also  called  customer  services,  consumer  affairs,  or  ombudsman  services). 
Staff  in  these  departments  hear  complaints  and  concerns,  and  assist  an  individual  in 
obtaining  appropriate  services  should  a  problem  arise. 

The  following  commissions  and  departments  are  within  the  EXECUTIVE  OFFICE  OF 
HEALTH  AND  HUMAN  SERVICES.  (EOHHS) 

MASSACHUSETTS  COMMISSION  FOR  THE  BLIND  (MCB) 

Eligibility:  MCB  provides  services  to  blind/legally  blind  individuals  who  are 
residents  of  Massachusetts. 

Financial  Assistance:  MCB  provides  medicaid  to  eligible  individuals  and  some 
financial  assistance,  as  well  as  funding  a  client's  stay  in  certain  programs.

Referral  to  Talking  Book  Program. 

Job  Training  and  Placement.

MASSACHUSETTS  COMMISSION  FOR  THE  DEAF 
AND  HARD  OF  HEARING  (MCDHH) 

Eligibility:  MCDHH  is  the  principal  agency  on  behalf  of  deaf  and  hard  of 
hearing  individuals  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  agency  serves  deaf  and  hard  of  hearing 
people  of  all  ages,  who  are  in  need  of  social,  educational  and  human  services. 

Financial  Assistance:  MCDHH  does  not  provide  financial  assistance,  but  will 
assist  a  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing  individual  in  obtaining  services  for  which  they  are 
eligible. 

Programs/Services: 

The  Department  of  Interpreter  Services  maintains  and  coordinates  a 
statewide  sign  language  interpreter  referral  service. 

The  Fund  for  Interpreter  Services  pays  for  interpreters  for  many  types  of 
events  in  which  other  agencies  are  not  legally  responsible  to  fund 
interpreters. 

The  Department  of  Communication  Access.  Training,  and  Technology  Services 
provides  public  education,  information,  speakers,  and  communication 
accessibility  training  for  agencies. 

The  Department  of  Casemanagement  and  Social  Services  provides 
casemanagement,  referral  services,  case  coordination,  and  Chapter  688 
Transitional  Case  Management  services  in  special  situations. 

The  Program  Development  and  Special  Services  division  develops  and  pursues 
action  plans  to  enhance  already  existing  services  for  deaf  and  hard  of 
hearing  people. 

Contracted  Services  include: 

Independent  Living  Programs  for  deaf  and  severely  hard  of  hearing  people 
provide  a  broad  range  of  services  such  as  skill  training  and  peer 
mentoring. 

The  Massachusetts  Assistive  Technology  Partnership  provides  services  to 
enable  people  with  disabilities  to  have  increased  access  to  assistive 
technology  and  related  services.

OFFICE  FOR  CHILDREN    (OFC) 

The  Office  for  Children  (OFC)  is  the  state  agency  which  is  responsible  for 
promoting  services  to  children  and  assuring  the  coordinated  development  of 
children's  services  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Programs/Services 

Regulatory  and  Licensing  Function:  OFC  establishes  and  enforces  health  and 
safety  standards  to  protect  children  who  are  being  cared  for  out  of  their 
homes. 

Complaint  Investigation  and  Monitoring:  An  important  part  of  OFCs 
licensing  function  is  the  responsibility  to  ensure  that  child  care 
facilities  operate  within  the  safety  and  health  requirements  of  the 
regulations. 

Criminal  Record  Investigation:  OFC  conducts  checks  of  prospective  child 
care  workers  to  determine  whether  there  is  any  criminal  history. 

Professional  Standards:  OFC  maintains  a  teacher  qualification  system  to 
certify  day  care  staff. 

Resource  Coordination:  OFC  provides  technical  assistance,  funding,  and 
other  resources  to  a  range  of  programs  serving  children,  such  as  the 
Children's  Trust  Fund  (a  resource  for  programs  to  prevent  child  abuse),  and 
the  Child  Care  Resource  and  Referral  agencies  (provide  referral  to  day  care 
and  counseling  on  selecting  day  care).

Generic  community  based  services  include  access  to  the  full  range  of 
programs  or  supports  outside  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  system, 
such  as  vocational  rehabilitation  and  educational  services.

GUARDIANSHIP  (M.G.L.  c.201)  (110  CMR  7.300  -  7.303) 

1.      What  can  I  do  if  I  cannot  pay  the  court  fees  involved  in  a  guardianship 
proceeding? 

Generally  court  fees  and  legal  fees  must  be  paid  for  in  any  court  proceeding. 
However,  if  you  are  applying  for  guardianship  and  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  the 
filing  fees,  you  can  apply  for  a  waiver  of  court  fees  and  costs.  The  granting 
of  such  a  waiver  is  left  to  the  court's  discretion.  Moreover,  you  are  not 
entitled  to  a  court  appointed  attorney,  so  you  can  either  represent  yourself 
(pro  se),  or  obtain  legal  assistance  from  a  legal  services  office  in  your 
area. 


2.      If  I  am  not  the  child's  legal  guardian,  can  I  give  permission  for  necessary 
medical  procedures? 

It  depends  on  the  situation.  Parental  consent  is  not  required  where  a  child 
must  have  immediate  care  to  save  his/her  life  or  to  prevent  a  serious  risk  to 
his/her  health.  Emergency  care  may  be  given  where  indicated  and  where  delay 
would  cause  either  risk  to  the  child's  health  or  unnecessary  prolongation  of 
pain  or  discomfort.  The  consent  is  said  to  be  implied  since  any  reasonable 
parent  would  consent  to  treatment  in  an  emergency.  110  CMR  7.127. 
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3.  What  rights  do  I  have  as  a  guardian? 

This  depends  on  the  type  of  guardianship,  but  generally  every  legal  guardian 
has  the  right  to  make  decisions  relative  to  the  child's  health  or  for  the 
protection  of  the  child's  assets. 

4.  If  I  become  the  guardian  of  my  grandchild,  do  the  child's  parents  still  have 
the  right  to  visit? 

It  depends  on  whether  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  child.  Typically 
the  visitation  rights  of  the  child's  parents  are  not  taken  away  just  because 
there  is  a  guardianship.  However,  when  DSS  has  custody  and  it  considers 
sponsoring  a  guardianship,  usually  the  child  will  not  be  permitted  to  return 
to  his/her  biological  parents.  Under  these  circumstances,  there  is  a  small 
probability  that  the  child's  biological  parents  will  be  permitted  to  visit 
him/her.  M.G.L.  c.119,  §  35.  110  CMR  7.301.  In  short,  the  guardian  is  not 
automatically  required  to  grant  the  biological  parents'  request  to  visit 
their  child. 


5.         I  have  guardianship  of  my  grandchild  and  the  father  now  wants  him  back. 
What  can  I  do? 

Since  you  were  appointed  as  guardian  by  the  court,  only  the  court  can  change 
the  custody  order.  Both  you  and  the  parent  should  appear  before  the  court 
so  the  appropriate  custody  order  can  be  issued.  A  court  will  look  at  the 
"best  interest  of  the  child"  and  other  elements  to  make  a  determination. 

In  most  instances  where  a  child  has  been  removed  from  the  parental  household 
and  a  guardian  has  been  appointed,  the  biological  parent(s)  usually  has  been 
determined  to  be  either  unavailable  or  "unfit."  If  the  latter  is  the  case, 
the  parent(s),  not  the  guardian,  must  prove  not  only  that  they  are  "fit", 
but  also  that  returning  the  child  to  the  biological  parent(s)  would  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  child. 

Mere  biological  connection  of  the  parent(s)  to  the  child  is  not  enough  to 
retain  custody.  The  court  views  other  psychological  factors  as  well. 
However,  the  courts  have  always  kept  the  preservation  of  the  natural  family 
unit  as  tradition  dictates. 


6.         What  is  a  termination  of  guardianship  hearing? 

A  termination  of  guardianship  hearing  is  a  court  proceeding  to  determine 
whether  the  guardianship  should  be  ended.  Typically,  a  guardianship  ends 
when  a  ward  (here,  the  grandchild)  dies  or  is  declared  to  have  regained 
competency.  A  guardian's  duties  terminate  on  resignation,  death  (of  the 
guardian  or  ward),  or  removal  by  a  court.  However,  a  court  will  not  accept 
a  guardian's  resignation  as  effective  unless  it  is  satisfied  that  the  best 
interest  of  the  child  would  be  served.  Courts  also  remove  guardians  who 
become  incapacitated,  who  fail  to  carry  out  their  duties,  or  who  violate 
their  fiduciary  obligations.

DEALING  WITH  CHILDREN  WITH  BEHAVIORIAL  PROBLEMS 

7.  I  am  having  problems  with  my  teenage  grandson;  I  do  not  want  to  get  involved 
with  DSS  or  the  courts.  Is  there  any  program  or  assistance  to  help  me  and  him 
deal  with  his  behavior? 

There  are  public  and  private  organizations  that  deal  with  troubled  children. 
Two  such  organizations  are  the  Boys'  Club  and  the  YMCA  which  have  Big 
Brother  and  Big  Sister  Associations  and/or  other  programs  which  could  assist 
you.  You  may  want  to  arrange  an  informal  meeting  with  the  CHINS  department, 
of  the  local  Juvenile  Court  to  discuss  the  situation  and  your  options.  An 
inquiry  to  the  local  DSS  office  can  also  be  helpful. 

CUSTODY  AND  VISITATION  RIGHTS  OF  GRANDPARENTS 

8.  How  do  courts  decide  cases  involving  the  care  of  children? 

The  law  in  Massachusetts  states  that  decisions  about  child  custody  or 
visitation  must  be  made  in  the  best  interests  of  the  child.  This  is  the 
controlling  standard  in  guardianship  or  adoption  proceedings,  as  well.  This 
same  standard  also  applies  to  visitation  rights  and  other  legal  arrangements 
concerning  children. 

9.  If  the  state  has  custody  of  my  grandchild  do  I  have  visitation  rights? 

The  question  of  who  should,  and  who  should  not  have  visitation  rights  is 
solely  determined  by  the  probate  court.  Courts  may  award  visitation  rights 
to  grandparents  when  the  child  is  in  the  state's  custody,  provided  such  award 
is  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  child.  If  the  child  is  in  the 
custody  of  the  state  and  the  court  feels  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  child,  the  probate  court  may  require  the  state,  Department  of  Social 
Services  (DSS),  to  give  information  and  permit  the  parent  or  guardian  to 
visit  the  child  at  such  times  and  under  such  conditions  as  the  court 
orders.  The  court  may  revise  its  order  or  make  new  orders  or  decrees  as  the 
welfare  of  the  child  and  the  public  interest  may  require.  M.G.L.  c.119,  §  35. 

10.  How  do  I  get  visitation  rights? 

You  may  petition  your  local  county  probate  court  for  visitation  rights. 
M.G.L.  c.119,  §  35,  39D.  Contact  the  clerk  of  the  local  county  probate  court 
for  information  as  to  the  commencement  of  a  guardianship  proceeding.  It  is 
advisable  that  you  also  contact  a  lawyer  for  legal  representation. 

11.  If  the  child's  parent  is  in  prison,  must  I  bring  the  child  to  visit 
him/her? 

No.  You  are  not  REQUIRED  to  bring  the  child  to  visit  his  or  her  incarcerated 
parent  unless  it  is  part  of  a  court  order.  Visitation  rights  for  parents 
without  custody  will  be  given  to  the  extent  that  the  best  interest  of  the 
child  will  be  served,  although  the  influence  of  the  noncustodial  parent  is 
presumptively  beneficial.  The  Uniform  Marriage  and  Divorce  Act  §  407  provides 
that  the  noncustodial  parent  is  entitled  to  reasonable  visitation  rights 
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"unless  the  court  finds,  after  a  hearing,  that  visitation  would  seriously 
endanger  the  child's  physical,  mental,  moral  or  emotional  health."  The  law 
is  applicable  to  grandparents  who  are  also  the  custodial  parents.  M.G.L. 
c.119,  §  23 A. 

12.       What  happens  in  regard  to  visitation  when  the  grandchild  has  been  adopted  by 
the  other  set  of  grandparents? 

No  visitation  rights  will  be  granted  if  the  minor  child  has  been  adopted  by  a 
person  other-  than  a  stepparent  of  such  child.  Furthermore,  upon  adoption  of 
the  child,  any  previously  granted  visitation  rights  will  be  terminated 
without  any  further  action  of  the  court.  M.G.L.  c.119,  §  39D.  The  court  will 
look  at  what  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  child.  The  custodial 
grandparents  may  also  have  discretion  in  determining  whether  visitation  is 
appropriate. 

CUSTODY 


13.        Can   I   get   custody  of  my  grandchild  without   the  consent  of  the  child's 
parents? 

Yes.  A  court  may  deprive  unfit  parents  of  custody  of  their  minor  child  upon 
a  persuasive  showing  that  returning  the  child  to  the  parents  would  create  a 
substantial  risk  or  likelihood  of  serious  harm  to  the  child.GX.  c.201,  §5. 

Moreover,  the  court  may  allow  another  to  adopt  the  child  without  the  consent 
of  the  parents  if  it  finds  that  the  child  is  in  need  of  care  and  protection 
and  that  the  best  interest  of  the  child  would  be  served.  There  is  no 
specific  statute  addressing  a  grandparent's  right  to  have  custody  over  the 
grandchild.  The  court  will  permit  the  grandparent  to  obtain  custody  of  the 
child,  however,  if  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  child.  M.G.L.  c.  119,  § 
24. 


14.  What  legal  option  is  the  best  for  me  to  assure  that  my  grandchild  will  not  be 
taken  back  by  the  parent  or  the  state? 

The  best  way  to  insure  that  you  will  be  able  to  retain  custody  of  your 
grandchildren  (even  as  against  the  parents)  is  to  seek  adoption  or  be 
appointed  as  the  permanent  legal  guardian. 

15.  Do  I  have  the  legal  responsibility  to  care  for  my  grandchild  if  the  parents 
are  unable  to  do  so? 

No.  It  is  up  to  the  state  to  appoint  custody  to  a  suitable  individual.  The 
probate  court  has  the  power  to  make  such  an  appointment.  A  person  acting  as 
parent  may  have  been  awarded  custody  or  claims  a  legal  right  to  custody  may 
be  a  person  or  social  service  agency  with  physical  custody  of  the  child. 
While  it  may  be  a  grandparent's  desire  to  become  responsible  for  the  child, 
they  are  not  required  as  a  matter  of  law. 
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16.        Do  I  need  a  lawyer  who  specializes  in  children/family  issues  to  help  me  get 
custody  of  my  grandchild? 

No.  There  is  no  law  which  requires  you  to  retain  a  lawyer.  The  old  maxim:  "a 
person  who  represents  himself  has  a  fool  for  a  client",  is  true.  For  best 
representation  and  the  chance  at  a  better  result  it  is  highly  advisable  that 
vou  obtain  a  lawyer  well-versed  in  CHILD  CUSTODY;  DOMESTIC  RELATIONS; 
or  FAMILY  LAW.

17.  Who  makes  the  final  decision  where  the  child  will  be  placed  -     is  it  the 
judge  or  DSS? 

Placement  of  children  who  are  in  the  hands  of  DSS  will  be  determined  at  the 
discretion  of  DSS  and  not  the  court.  Massachusetts  law  gives  DSS,  as 
custodian,  the  authority  to  determine  where  the  child  should  live.  M.G.L. 
c.119,  §§  23,  32  and  33.  There  is  no  statutory  provision  granting  the  court 
the  power  to  make  specific  placement  decisions.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
has  noted:  "when  [DSS]  is  granted  permanent  custody  of  a  child,  it  has 
virtually  free  rein  to  place  that  child  in  a  foster  home  of  its  choosing. 
This  discretion  is  subject  only  to  a  petition  for  review  which  cannot  be 
filed  more  than  once  every  six  months." 

18.  When  a  parent  is  unable  to  care  for  a  child,  is  the  immediate  family  always 
considered  first  (as  permanent  caretakers)? 

Blood  relatives  are  almost  always  considered  first  as  a  permanent  caretaker 
when  the  parents  are  unable  to  care  for  the  child.  When  the  child  is  removed 
from  his/her  family,  DSS  will  consider  all  factors  relevant  to  the  child's 
physical,  mental  and  moral  health.  M.G.L.  c.119,  §  33.  Children  in  the  care 
or  custody  of  DSS  will  be  placed  in  private  families;  or  if  the  child  is 
found  to  be  in  need  of  special  care,  treatment  or  education  may,  if  it  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  child,  be  placed  in  a  public  or  private  institution 
or  school. 
M.G.L.  c.119,  §32. 

Additionally,  if  you  (as  a  relative)  wish  to  be  a  foster  parent,  then  you 
must  participate  in  a  homestudy  and  a  background  check.  You  will  be  approved 
only  for  a  specific  child. 

19.  What  should  I  do  if  I  think  it  is  unsafe  to  return  the  child  to  his/her 
parents? 

You  should  make  a  report  to  DSS'  Area  offices  if  you  believe  that  a  child  who 
is  suffering  serious  physical  or  emotional  injury  as  a  result  of  abuse  or 
neglect  by  a  caretaker.  110  CMR  4.20.  You  should  consider  consulting  the 
local  Police  Department,  a  lawyer,  or  if  applicable  your  local  legal  sevices 
agency,  depending  on  the  circumstances. 
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20.  What  legal  rights  do  I  have  as  a  grandparent  if  I  believe  my  grandchild  is 
being  abused  and  neglected  and  I  want  to  care  for  her? 

As  a  grandparent  you  may  report  the  abuse  or  neglect  to  DSS.  You  may  seek  to 
be  awarded  custody  as  either  a  guardian  or  an  adoptive  parent.  A  custody 
proceeding  begins  in  probate  court.  DSS  is  authorized  to  locate  substitute 
care  should  the  child's  parents  become  unable  to  provide  the  necessary  care 
and  protection  to  insure  that  the  normal  physical,  mental,  spiritual,  moral 
development  and  health  needs  of  the  child  are  met. 

21.  What  options  do  I  have  if  I  feel  that  it  is  best  to  keep  the  parent  away  from 
his  or  her  child? 

First,  you  could  petition  the  probate  court  to  be  appointed  as  a  temporary 
guardian,  thus  acquiring  legal  custody  over  the  child.  Simutaneously  you 
could  also  file  for  a  temporary  restraining  order  against  the  parents. 
Second,  you  could  notify  DSS  if  you  believe  that  the  child  is  being  abused; 
and  they  may  take  custody  of  the  child.  Third,  you  could  seek  to  obtain 
permanent  legal  custody  of  the  child  and  have  the  parent's  rights  terminated. 
If  there  is  proof  of  parental  neglect,  unfitness,  or  abandonment,  it  would  be 
necessary  for  the  state  to  commence  a  proceeding  to  terminate  the  parental 
rights  involuntarily.  Thereafter,  the  court  decides  who  will  have  custody  of 
the  child,  including  whether  making  you  the  custodial  parent  would  be  in  the 
best  interest  of  the  child.  M.G.L.  C.209A  §  3,  M.G.L.  c.119,  §§  24,  26. 

Please  note  that  when  determining  whether  a  parent  is  unfit,  courts  tend  to 
focus  on  the  effect  parental  conduct  has  or  is  likely  to  have  on  the  child 
rather  than  on  the  social  desirability  of  such  conduct.  Therefore,  immorality 
or  sexual  deviation  does  not  automatically  constitute  unfitness  of  a  parent. 
In  making  a  finding  of  unfitness,  courts  normally  must  (a)  examine  the 
relationship  (or  lack  thereof)  which  has  existed  between  parent  and  child 
and  (b)  determine  what  the  parent-child  relationship  is  likely  to  be  in  the 
future.  M.G.L.  C.209A,  §  3, 
M.G.L.  c.119  §24. 


22.       What  is  an  emergency  shelter  for  children? 

An  emergency  shelter  is  a  temporary  shelter  care  facility  program  or  a  group 
care  facility  licensed,  under  M.G.L.  C.28A,  which  may  for  a  72  hour  period 
provide  temporary  shelter  to  a  child  under  18,  without  parental  consent, 
provided  that  the  child's  welfare  would  be  endangered  if  such  shelter  were 
not  immediately  provided.  At  the  expiration  of  the  72  hour  period,  the 
facility  must  (1)  secure  the  consent  or  the  parent  or  guardian  to  continue 
custody  and  care;  (2)  refer  the  child  to  the  DSS  for  custody;  or  (3)  refuse 
to  provide  continued  care  and  custody  to  the  child.  M.G.L.  c.119  §  23,  110 
CMR  7.090. 
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PARENTAL  RIGHTS  (M.G.L.  c.210,  §  1  -  11A),  (M.G.L.  c.210,  §  5) 

23.  If  parental   rights    have   been   terminated,   do   I   have   any   rights    as   the 
grandparent? 

No.  Upon  termination  of  parental  rights,  generally  all  legal  relationships 
between  parent  and  child  are  ended,  as  well  as  between  the  child  and  trie 
grandparents.  M.G.L.  c.  201,  §  5.  When  parental  rights  are  terminated,  the 
parent  no  longer  has  any  right  to  care  for  or  to  visit  the  child.  Moreover, 
unless  a  grandparent  is  granted  the  right  to  adopt  the  child  when  the 
parent's  rights  are  terminated,  these  extended  familial  ties  are  also 
legally  ended. 

24.  How  are  the  rights  of  the  grandparent  affected  when  the  parent's  legal  rights 
are  terminated? 

See  question  above. 

25.  What  rights  do  I  have  concerning  my  grandchild  if  my  own  child  is  deceased? 

You  have  a  right  to  seek  custody  of  the  grandchild  via  adoption,  or 
appointment  as  a  foster  parent,  or  legal  guardian. 

ADOPTION  (M.G.L.  c.210,  §§  1  -  11A)  (110  CMR  7.200  -  7.215) 

26.  If  I  decide  to  adopt  my  grandchild,  how  will  I  get  assistance  with  legal 
fees? 

Generally  court  fees  and  legal  fees  must  be  paid  for  in  any  court 
proceeding.  However,  if  you  are  applying  for  adoption  and  cannot  afford  to 
pay  for  filing  fees,  you  can  apply  for  a  waiver  of  court  fees  and  costs. 
Such  waiver  is  left  to  the  court's  discretion.  Moreover,  you  are  not 
entitled  to  a  court  appointed  attorney,  so  you  can  either  represent  yourself 
(pro  se)  or  obtain  legal  assistance  from  the  legal  services  office  in  your 
area.  It  is  always  advisable  to  consult  an  attorney  in  these  matters. 

27.  What  rights  do  I  have  if  I  have  legally  adopted  the  child? 

Once  the  child  is  legally  adopted,  you  (the  adoptive  parents)  have  all  the 
rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  biological  parent.  If,  the  court  is 
satisfied  that  you  are  capable  of  rearing  the  child,  it  will  make  a  decree  by 
which  (except  as  regards  succession  to  property),  all  rights,  duties  and 
other  legal  consequences  of  the  natural  relation  of  child  and  parent  will 
thereafter  exist  between  you  and  the  child;  and  such  rights,  duties  and  legal 
consequences  will,  (except  as  regards  marriage,  incest  or  cohabitation), 
terminate  between  the  adopted  child  and  the  natural  parents.  M.G.L.  c.210,  § 
6.  In  short,  you  have  the  same  rights  as  the  biological  parents. 
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28.  What  does  "permanency  planning"  mean? 

Permanency  planning  is  a  clinical  child  welfare  term  which  describes  a 
process  used  by  the  probate  court  or  DSS  (internally)  to  assess  the  child's 
needs  as  well  as  where  the  child  should  be  permanently  placed. 

SCHOOL  REGISTRATION 

29.  Do  I  register  my  grandchild  in  the  school  district  where  I  live  or  in  the 
school  district  previously  attended  by  the  child? 

Every  person  has  a  right  to  attend  the  public  schools  of  the  town  where  s/he 
actually  resides.  The  Department  of  Education  states  that  children  who 
actually  live  in  a  town,  whether  with  their  natural  parents,  other  relative, 
by  themselves,  in  foster  or  group  home  or  in  virtually  any  other  living 
situation,  are  legally  entitled  to  attend  the  town's  public  schools.  In 
short,  the  statute  avoids  technical  questions  of  custody,  guardianship  and 
domicile;  the  only  question  to  ask  is:  where  does  the  child  actually  live? 
M.G.L.  c.76,  §  5 

DAYCARE 

30.  Where  and  How  do  I  go  about  finding  day  care  for  my  grandchild  while  I 
work? 

You  may  want  to  contact  the  State  Office  for  Children  for  a  state-wide  list 
of  licensed/certified  day  care  providers  in  your  area  (see  pg.  61).  DSS 
provides  a  variety  of  services  which  include  day  care  facilities  and  services 
for  children.  M.G.L.  C.18B,  §  3, 110  CMR  7.040  -  7.046. 

FOSTER  CARE  (M.G.L.  c.119,  §  21  -  23)  (110  CMR  7.100,  7.130) 

31.  My  grandchild  is  in  a  foster  home.  How  can  I  get  her  out  of  the  state's 
custody? 

You  may  initially  want  to  exhaust  the  administrative  route  by  requesting  DSS 
to  consider  you  as  an  alternative  placement  for  the  child.  If  you  find  them 
uncooperative  you  may  petition  the  court  to  seek  a  modification  judgment  of 
the  initial  judgment  giving  you  legal  custody  instead  of  DSS.  A  modification 
judgment  modifies  or  replaces  a  prior  custody  determination  whether  made  by 
the  court  which  rendered  prior  determination  or  by  another  court. 

32.  If  I    become   a   foster   parent   to    my   grandchild,   what   sort   of  financial 
assistance  will  I  receive? 

As  a  foster  parent,  you  are  reimbursed  for  taking  a  youngster  into  your  home. 
This  includes  a  monthly  check  for  daily  expenses  (the  amount  is  based  on  the 
age  of  the  child),  a  quarterly  clothing  allowance,  and  coverage  of  the 
child's  dental  and  medical  expenses.  Some  foster  parents  are  paid  for 
specialized  services. 
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33.        Do  non-related  foster  care  parents  receive  more  in  the  way  of  benefits  than 
those  who  are  grandparents  or  other  relations? 

No.  Familial  relationships  bear  no  relevance  to  the  amount  of  benefits  a 
non-related  foster  parent  would  receive.  As  the  grandparent  you  would  receive 
the  same  amount  as  any  foster  parent  regardless  of  your  relationship  to  the 
child. 


34.        If  the  child's  parent  decides  to  return,  what  rights  do  I  have  as  a  foster 
parent? 

It  must  be  remembered  that  foster  care  is  a  temporary  arrangement  which 
envisions  the  eventual  reunification  of  the  child  with  his/her  natural 
family  and  the  obligation  of  the  foster  parent  is  to  support  this  goal. 
M.G.L.  c.19,  §  23,  110  CMR  7.111,  7.128.  A  state  child  welfare  agency  may 
remove  a  child  from  a  foster  home  either  because  the  natural  parents  want 
the  child  returned  (in  the  case  of  a  voluntary  placement)  or  because  the 
agency  has  determined  that  it  would  be  in  the  child's  best  interest  to  be 
placed  in  another  foster  home. 


GOVERNMENT  ASSISTANCE  FOR  GRANDPARENT-CAREGIYERS 

AID  TO  FAMILIES  WITH  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN  (M.G.Lx.  118)  (106  CMR  304.000) 

35.  What  is  my  grandchild  eligible  for  if  there  is  no  financial  support  from  the 
parents? 

The  child  may  be  eligible  for  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  (AFDC) 
and  Food  Stamps  through  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  (DPW),  Medicaid 
through  the  Division  of  Medical  Assistance,  or  Supplemental  Security  Income 
(SSI)  through  Social  Security. 

36.  How  long  will  it  take  for  my  application  for  AFDC  to  be  processed? 

It  will  take  approxiately  30  days  from  the  receipt  of  a  signed  and  completed 
application  form  for  your  application  to  be  processed.    You  have  a  right  to 
receive  an  official  written  notice  from  the  DPW  when  a  decision  is  made  on 
your  application  and  each  time  there  is  a  change  on  the  case. 
M.G.L.  c.118,  §  2. 

37.  If  my  application  for  AFDC  is  denied,  do  I  have  the  right  to  appeal? 

Yes.  You  have  right  to  file  an  appeal  if  you  disagree  with  any  action  taken 
on  your  case.  You  will  find  appeal  instructions  on  the  notices  you  receive. 
If  you  do  not  receive  an  official  notice  and  an  action  is  taken  on  your  case, 
contact  your  local  Welfare  office  to  obtain  the  appeal  form  and 
instructions.  Additionally,  if  your  AFDC  application  is  denied,  you  may 
still  file  separate  applications  for  Emergency  Aid  to  the  Elderly,  Disabled 
and  Children  (EAEDC),  for  Medical  Assistance  and  for  Food  Stamps. 
106  CMR  107.000. 
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38.  Does  the  grandparents'  income  count  in  determining  the  amount  of  the  grant  a 
child  gets  from  AFDC? 

A  grandparent  may  apply  for  AFDC  benefits  in  caring  for  the  child  in  either 
one  of  two  ways: 

1)  on  behalf  of  the  grandchild  alone,  or 

2)  as  the  grandparent  and  the  grandchild. 

If  the  grandchild  applies  for  such  benefits  alone,  then  the  grandparents 
income  will  not  be  counted.  If  application  is  made  between  both  grandparent/ 
grandchild,  then  the  grandparents'  income  will  be  counted  in  determining  AFDC 
eligibility. 

39.  How  do  I  get  clothing  and  shoes  for  my  grandchild  if  I  do  not  have  the 
money? 

There  is  a  possibility  that  AFDC  will  provide  a  one  time  payment  to 
recipients  for  clothing  and  shoes.  Moreover,  if  you  are  a  DSS  foster  parent, 
you  will  receive  a  quarterly  clothing  allowance,  at  rates  established  by  the 
department  based  upon  the  age  of  the  child.  110  CMR  7.130(2). 

40.  Can  I  get  help  with  moving  costs? 

Subject  to  available  funding,  the  DPW  provides  transportation  assistance  to 
applicants  or  recipients  of  AFDC  who  have  asked  for  help  moving  outside  the 
Commonwealth.  Transportation  assistance  is  provided  through  agencies  under 
contract  with  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  (DPW).  Transportation 
assistance  is  limited  to  personal  transportation  for  the  family  or  the 
individual.  You  are  responsible  for  all  other  moving  expenses  (i.e.,  goods 
or  furnishings,  or  costs  for  luggage  or  baggage).  106  CMR  305.800. 

41.  My  son  is  incarcerated  and  his  wife  has  left  the  children  with  me,  what  should  I 
do?  I  am  having  financial  problems. 

You  can  contact  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  (DPW)  and  apply  for  AFDC 
benefits.  Such  funds  are  intended  to  provide  for  the  financial  assistance  and 
care  for  dependent  children.  You  may  also  seek  to  recover  any  financial  assets 
owned  by  the  parent(s). 
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FOOD  STAMPS  (106  CMR  360.000) 

42.  Can  both  my  grandchild  and  I  receive  food  stamps? 

Some  elderly  and  disabled  persons  may  be  eligible  for  Federal  Food  Stamps.  An 
application  for  Food  Stamps  should  be  made  at  your  local  welfare  office.  A  Food 
Stamp  household  in  1994  may  have  up  to  $3,000  in  assets  if  there  is  an  elderly 
person  in  the  household,  $2,000  if  there  is  not  an  elderly  person  in  the 
household.  Assets  include  cash,  bank  accounts,  stocks  and  bonds.  However, 
assets  do  not  include,  your  home  and  the  land  on  which  it  sits,  household  and 
personal  goods,  pension  funds,  life  insurance,  assets  to  which  you  do  not  have 
access  (i.e.  trust),  and  certain  vehicles  (you  can  have  one  vehicle  per  household 
and  if  its  valued  under  $4,500  it  will  not  be  counted). 

In  addition,  households  in  which  each  person  receives  either  SSI  or  AFDC  are 
considered  automatically  eligible  for  food  stamps.  You  can  have  income  and  still 
qualify  for  food  stamps.  Please  note,  the  following  sources  of  income  are  counted 
for  Food  Stamp  eligibility:  a  job,  child  support  payments,  unemployment 
benefits,  Social  Security  and  public  assistance. 

SOCIAL  SECURITY 

43.  How  and  when  do  I  get  a  Social  Security  card  for  my  grandchild? 

You  may  apply  for  a  Social  Security  card  at  any  local  Social  Security  office. 
Everyone  is  required  to  have  a  Social  Security  number,  so  applications  are 
generally  made  on  the  child's  behalf.  Proof  of  identification  showing  name,  age, 
date  of  birth,  proof  of  citizenship  or  immigrant  status  of  the  child  must  be 
submitted  with  the  application.  The  individual  filing  the  application  may  also  be 
asked  to  show  proof  of  his  or  her  identity.  In  some  instances,  applications  may 
also  be  made  by  mail.  It  generally  takes  two  to  three  weeks  to  process  the 
applications. 

Some  examples  of  acceptable  forms  of  identification  viewed  by  the  Social 
Security  Administration  may  include: 

1)  Driver's  license; 

2)  Clinic,  doctor,  or  hospital  records; 

3)  U.S.  government  or  state  employee  ID  card; 

4)  Passport; 

5)  School  ID  card,  record  or  report  card; 

6)  Marriage  or  divorce  record; 

7)  Health  Insurance  Card; 

8)  Military  records; 

9)  Adoption  records; 

10)  Court  order  of  name  change; 

11)  Church  membership  or  confirmation  record  (if  not  used  as  evidence  of  age) 

12)  Insurance  policy. 

The  Social  Security  office  will  NOT  accept  a  birth  certificate  or  hospital  record 
as  proof  of  your  identity.  It  will  accept  other  documents  if  they  have  enough 
information  to  identify  you.  Remember,  the  Social  Security  office  must  see 
original  documents  or  copies  certified  by  the  county  clerk  or  other  official  who 
keeps  the  record.  Otherwise,  call  your  local  Social  Security  office. 
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SUPPLEMENTAL  SECURITY  INCOME    (SSI)  (M.G.L.  c.118,  §§  1-7A) 


44.    Is  my  grandchild  eligible  for  SSI? 

Eligibility  for  SSI  is  based  on  age,  blindness,  or  disability,  either  as  an  adult 
or  a  child,  and  the  recipient's  living  arrangements.  The  parents'  income  and 
resources  will  be  used  to  determine  the  child's  eligibility  for  SSI.  For 
example,  if  his/her  parents  -  are  financially  ineligible  s/he  would  also  be, 
unless  the  parent  receives  public  assistance.  However,  once  a  child  attains  age 
18,  marries,  is  no  longer  a  student,  or  becomes  a  head  of  household,  the  child's 
parents'  income  and  resources  will  not  be  used  to  determine  his  eligibility. 

But  if  the  child  continues  to  live  at  home  or  otherwise  receives  support, 
benefits  may  be  reduced  if  s/he  does  not  pay  a  fair  share  of  the  household 
expenses.  The  parents  should  report  whether  the  child  pays  room  and  board.  If  the 
parents  fail  to  make  such  report  or  if  the  child  does  not  pay  a  fair  share,  then 
parental  assistance  is  assessed  a  value  and  is  counted  as  "in-kind"  support  and 
maintenance. 

If  a  child  under  age  18  is  not  living  with  his  or  her  parents,  then  the  parents' 
income  and  resources  will  not  be  used  to  determine  the  child's  eligibility  for 
SSI:  child  resides  in  a  private  medical  institution  or  in  a  foster  home.  It  is 
possible  that  SSI  benefits  could  be  reduced  if  the  child  receives  support  and 
maintenance  or  in-kind  income  from  the  parents  or  from  some  other  source  (e.g.  a 
trust  established  for  the  child's  benefit  by  his  or  her  grandparents). 

Moreover,  benefits  are  reduced  for  any  recipient  (child)  who  does  not  have  an 
independent  living  arrangement  and  is  not  institutionalized,  but  lives  in  the 
household  of  another  without  paying  a  pro  rata  share  of  household  expenses. 
M.G.L.c.ll8A,§§l-7A. 

HEALTH  INSURANCE 


45.    Can  my  grandchild  be  covered  under  my  health  insurance? 

Generally  yes,  but  it  really  depends  on  your  carrier  and  the  type  of  policy 
purchased.  Many  times  an  insurance  carrier  has  already  provided  you  with  a 
separate  medical  insurance  card  for  the  dependent  child.  A  hospital  may  bill  you 
after  the  treatment  for  any  services  rendered  should  your  insurance  not  cover  the 
child  being  admitted  for  treatment.  However,  any  contract  which  provides 
coverage,  between  subscriber  and  corporation  under  an  individual  or  group 
hospital  plan  which  is  delivered  or  renewed  in  Massachusetts  shall  include  as 
insured  members: 

1)  adoptive  children  from  the  date  of  filing  the  petition; 

2)  foster  children  for  whom  the  foster  parent  receives  payments;  and 

3)  children  who  have  been  placed  by  a  licensed  placement  agency  for 
purposes  of  adoption. 
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Such  insurance  will  provide  benefits  for  expenses  arising  from  illness,  injury, 
congenital  malformation,  or  premature  birth.  Any  policy  as  described  will  also 
provide  for  a  child's  preventive  and  primary  care  services. 

Health  insurers  require  some  grandparents  who  have  an  individual  policy  with  them 
to  name  the  dependent  children)  on  their  policy.  For  a  grandparent  to  have  the 
child(s)  covered  under  a  group  policy  the  grandparent  must  submit  all  the 
applicable  paperwork.  As  long  as  the  child's  name  was  submitted  under  the  policy 
and  the  necessary  paperwork  is  submitted  the  child  will  be  covered  until  the  age 
of  19. 


46.    If  the  child   does   not   qualify  for  Medicaid,  are  there  other  types  of  health 
insurance  for  which  s/he  might  qualify? 

There  are  different  types  of  health  programs  that  provide  services  for  free  or 
reduced  cost.  See  the  section  on  Health  Information,  page  47  and  the  section  on 
Additional  Resources,  page  72. 


47.  I  am  on  Medicaid.  Are  my  grandchildren  entitled  to  any  medicaid  benefits? 

No.  But  a  child  alone  (age  18  and  below)  may  be  eligible  for  Medicaid  provided 
he/she  meets  income  guidelines.  A  dependent  spouse  or  child,  listed  on  your  IRS 
tax  return  may  be  entitled.  You  might  also  apply  through  DPW  for  a  supplement  to 
your  Medicaid.  There  are  no  guarantees,  but  it  would  be  worth  the  effort. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE  (M.G.L.  C.151A) 

48.  If  I  have  to  quit  my  job  in  order  to  care  for  my  grandchild,  will  I  be  eligible 
for  unemployment? 

Unemployment  insurance  is  temporary  income  for  eligible  workers  who  become 
unemployed  through  no  fault  of  their  own  and  who  are  looking  for  new  jobs.  You 
must  also  have  earned  at  least  $  1,800  ($2,400  on  January  1,  1994)  during  a 
specified  period  of  time,  set  by  law.  To  remain  eligible,  you  must  actively  look 
for  full-time  job.  This  means  that  you  must  let  the  State  Department  of 
Employment  and  Training  (DET)  know  if  you  were  unable  to  work  during  any  week  you 
are  claiming  benefits.  To  show  DET  that  you  are  actively  seeking  full-time  work, 
you  must  establish  a  worksheet  plan,  maintain  records  of  your  worksheet  and 
report  this  information  to  DET  periodically  as  required. 

You  may  be  disqualified  from  receiving  benefits  if  DET  determines  that  you: 

1)  left  your  job  voluntarily  without  good  cause; 

2)  were  fired  from  your  job  for  deliberate  misconduct  or  violation  of  a  company 
rule; 

3)  were  suspended  from  your  job  because  you  broke  company  rules  or  regulaions; 

4)  left  your  job  because  you  were  convicted  of  a  felony  or  misdemeanor; 
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5)  are  not  able  and  available  to  work  full  time  or  did  not  look  for  full  time 
work;  or 

6)  are  unemployed  because  you  are  participating  in  a  work  stoppage  due  to  a 
labor  dispute. 

The  grandparent  supporting  the  grandchild  cannot  quit  his  or  her  job  voluntarily 
and  recover  unemployment  compensation  without  just  cause.  See  also  M.G.L.  C.151A, 
§  29B.  There  are  exceptions,  however,  and  you  should  be  encouraged  to  apply  for 
unemployment. 


49.    Will  I  get  extra  unemployment  if  I  support  a  grandchild? 

Yes.  If  you  are  the  whole  or  main  source  of  support  of  your  grandchildren,  you 
may  be  eligible  for  a  weekly  dependency  allowance.  The  allowance  cannot  be  more 
than  half  your  benefit  rate,  and  you  must  provide  documentation,  such  as  a  birth 
certificate  for  each  child  claimed.  Your  dependent  child(ren)  must  be  either 
under  18;  under  24  and  attending  an  educational  institution  full-time;  or  any 
age,  but  unable  to  earn  wages  due  to  mental  or  physical  incapacity.  M.G.L. 
c.151A.§29B

Government  Health  Care  Programs 

There  are  a  number  of  different  health  plans  and  programs  that  are  administered 
through  the  state  and  federal  governments.  Below  is  a  brief  summary  of  types  of 
insurance/programs  and  places  to  contact  for  further  information. 

CenterCare 

Provides  primary  health  care  services  to  low-income  uninsured  individuals  and 
families  through  some  Community  Health  Centers.

COBRA 

Federal  program  which  mandates  that  an  individual  remain  eligible  for  continued 
group  health  insurance  in  certain  situations.  The  individual  pays  the  entire  premium. 

Eligible   individuals   include   those   whose   past   employers   met   the   insurance 
guidelines  and  who  fall  into  these  categories: 

worker  was  laid  off  or  voluntarily  terminated  employment; 

employee  had  reduction  of  work  hours; 

there  was  a  death  of  the  insured  spouse; 

there  was  a  divorce  or  legal  separation  from  insured  spouse; 

the  individual  became  eligible  for  medicare; 

a  dependent  child  ceased  to  be  a  dependent.

Commonhealth 

Provides  full  or  supplemental  health  care  benefits  to  disabled  working  adults  and 
disabled  children.  Individuals  may  opt  to  purchase  either  the  full  package  (if  they 
have  no  health  insurance)  or  the  supplemental  package  (for  those  whose  insurance  plan 
does  not  cover  all  medical  services  they  need). 

Eligible  adults  must  purchase  their  employer's  minimum  health  care  package,  if  it 
covers  a  pre-existing  condition. 

Eligible  children  must  meet  the  SSI  standard  of  disability,  be  under  18  years  of 
age,  a  resident  of  Massachusetts,  and  ineligible  for  Medicaid  or  SSI.

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Early  Intervention  Program 

Provides  comprehensive  community-based  developmental  services  through  DPH 
certified  programs  to  eligible  children  and  their  families. 

Eligible   children  are   those   from  birth   to   three  years   of  age  who  have   a 
developmental  delay  or  are  at  risk  of  developmental  delay.

The  Kaileigh  Mulligan  program  pays  for  home  based  medical  and  nursing  services 
for  severely  disabled  children  who  meet  the  guidelines. 

To  be  eligible  the  child  must  be  eighteen  or  younger  and  meet  a  number  of 
criteria  including  income,  eligibility  and  disability  guidelines.  The  child  must  be 
disabled  as  defined  by  Social  Security  Administration  standards,  and  require  care 
equivalent  to  that  given  in  a  chronic  hospital  or  pediatric  nursing  home.

Medicaid 

Medicaid  is  a  state  and  federal  program  that  covers  most  necessary  medical 
services  such  as  hospitals,  prescription  drugs,  and  long  term  care  facilities.To  be 
eligible  for  Medicaid  an  individual  must  be  a  citizen  or  legal  alien,  a  resident  of 
Massachusetts,  and  meet  one  of  the  categorical  requirements  (a  pregnant  woman,  a 
child  under  18  years  of  age,  an  individual  65  years  or  older,  or  a  person  who  is 
disabled  using  Social  Security  Administration  standards).  The  individual  must  also 
meet  income  and  asset  guidelines.

Medical  Security  Plan 

Health  coverage  for  individuals  receiving  unemployment  benefits.  The  plan 
includes  medical  coverage  through  Medical  Security  Plan's  insurance  (direct  coverage 
plan),  or  partial  reimbursement  for  continuation  of  the  medical  plan  the  individual 
had  while  employed  (premium  assistance  plan). 

To  meet  eligibility  criteria  one  must  be  a  resident  of  Massachusetts, 
currently  receiving  unemployment  benefits,  and  meet  income  guidelines.

Medicare 

A  federal  health  insurance  program  which  provides  both  hospital  coverage 
(part  A),  and  medical  coverage  (part  B).  It  is  available  to  people  65  years  of  age 
or  older  (whether  working  or  retired),  those  with  permanent  kidney  damage,  and 
individuals  with  certain  disabilities. 

To  be  eligible  individuals  must  meet  the  above  criteria.  Part  A,  hospital 
insurance,  covers  inpatient  hospital  charges,  while  part  B,  medical  insurance, 
covers  outpatient  types  of  service.  There  is  a  monthly  premium  for  Medicare,  and  a 
yearly  deductible  payment  must  be  met.  Medicare  then  covers  80%  of  approved  charges.

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AIDS  INFORMATION 

There  are  many  agencies  throughout  the  state  which  provide  services  to  persons 
with  AIDS.  There  are  a  variety  of  types  of  services  which  may  be  offered,  depending 
upon  the  particular  agency  and  individual  need.  Below  is  a  listing  of  service 
types. 

Information  and  Referral:  Information  regarding  HIV  and  AIDS,  services 
available,  testing,  and  local  programs. 

Support  Groups:  Groups  can  be  run  by  professionals,  or  by  group  members. 
They  offer  supportive  settings  for  individuals  who  are  dealing  with  AIDS  and 
HIV  issues.  Support  groups  may  be  for  persons  with  AIDS,  those  who  are  HTV 
positive,  or  for  their  loved  ones. 

Casemanagement:  Some  agencies  have  casemanagers  who  can  access  and 
coordinate  a  variety  of  services  for  an  individual. 

Home  Care  Services:  There  are  a  number  of  types  of  home  care  services. 
Services  can  include  assistance  with  meals,  shopping,  housekeeping,  personal 
care,  nursing  care  and  medical  management. 

Buddy  Programs:  Buddy  Programs  pair  volunteers  and  individuals  with  AIDS. 
Buddies  can  offer  emotional  support  and  companionship. 

Testing:  An  individual  can  be  referred  to  a  service  that  offers  free  or  low 
cost  confidential  blood  testing. 

Transportation:  Some  programs  offer  transportation  assistance  for  medical 
appointments. 

Social  Groups:  There  are  organizations  that  sponsor  social/recreational 
groups  for  individuals  with  AIDS. 

There  are  also  AIDS  service  agencies  that  have  programs  specifically  for 
children  and  families,  for  women,  and  for  substance  abusers.  In  addition,  other 
agencies  offer  residential  programs,  such  as  housing  and  chronic  care,  day  care 
programs,  legal  services,  and  counseling. 

There  are  a  great  number  of  agencies  that  offer  AIDS  related  services.  We 
will  not  attempt  to  include  all  such  agencies  in  the  state  in  this  resource  guide. 
Rather,  a  few  important  referral  numbers  are  listed  below.  By  calling  these 
numbers,  an  individual  can  be  referred  to  the  type  of  service  they  are  seeking  in 
their  local  area.

SUBSTANCE  ABUSE  INFORMATION 

There  are  different  types  of  substance  abuse  services.  Some  are  geared  toward 
alcohol  abuse,  and  others  to  addiction  to  a  particular  type  of  drug.  Some  programs 
are  self-help,  while  others  are  highly  structured  and  residential  in  nature.  Listed 
below  is  a  Department  of  Public  Health  description  of  the  various  types  of  alcohol 
and  drug  treatment  services. 
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These  definitions  are  followed  by  a  list  of  information  sources  where  one  can 
go  to  find  a  particular  type  of  service  in  a  given  local  area. 

Alcohol  and  Drug  Detoxification  Services:  Supervised  residential  settings  for 
safe  withdrawal  from  alcohol  and  other  drugs. 

Short  Term  Inpatient  Treatment  Programs:  Short  term  (up  to  28  days) 
rehabilitation,  which  may  include  detoxification. 

Long  Term  Residential  Treatment  Services:  Sobriety  is  supported  through  a 
structured  program  of  counseling,  life  skills  development,  and  vocational  services. 

Methadone  Services:  Methadone  medication  and  counseling  services  for 
individuals  addicted  to  heroin  and  other  opiates. 

Outpatient  Counseling:  Assessment,  counseling,  and  follow-up  for  individuals 
and  families  experiencing  problems  with  alcohol  and  other  drugs. 

Driver  Alcohol  Education  Programs  for  First  Offender:  Comprehensive 
assessment,  interactive  group  sessions,  introduction  to  self-help,  referral  and 
continued  treatment. 


Fourteen  Day  Residential  Treatment  Programs  for  Second  Offenders:  An 
educational  alternative  to  imprisonment  for  court  referred  drunken  driving  second 
offenders. 


Criminal  Justice  Programs:     Substance  abuse  treatment  services  for  prison 
inmates  and  their  families  referred  through  the  criminal  justice  system. 

Specialized   Services:      Services   may  include    outreach,    crisis   intervention, 
AIDS  education,  or  meet  the  needs  of  specific  populations. 

Youth  Services:      Services  for  at-risk  youth  include  crisis  intervention  and 
referral  for  treatment  services. 


Primary  Prevention  Centers:  These  programs  assist  schools  and  communities  to 
plan,  develop,  and  implement  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  prevention,  violence  prevention, 
and  tobacco  prevention  activities. 

Self-Help  Groups  are  run  by  individuals  who  have  experienced  the  same  type  of 
substance  abuse  and  include  such  programs  as  Alcoholics  Anonymous,  and  Al-Anon.

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IX.    COUNSELING  /  MENTAL  HEALTH 

In  many  situations  children  and  grandparents  may  benefit  from  professional 
help  in  coping  with  a  variety  of  emotional  and  psychological  issues.  There  are  a 
number  of  different  agencies  which  provide  counseling  services.  Most  work  with 
individuals  and/or  families,  and  deal  with  a  wide  range  of  problems.  Services  may 
be  covered  under  an  individual's  insurance  plan  (varies  according  to  the  type  of 
insurance),  or  at  a  set  fee.  In  addition,  many  agencies  have  sliding  fee  scales 
based  upon  the  individual's  ability  to  pay.
